The effort of alcohol on the Indians 


of the high, dry plains, even when taken 
in small quantities, is to almost instant- 
ly driva them erazy. The frequent as- 
saults that have been made by mountain 
Indians, armed with bows and arrows, 
on western trading posts defended by 
American riflemen, sharply indicate the 
enact of alcohol on men of highly nerv- 
ous temperament, natives of a dry 
country where the light atmosphere is 
highly charged with electricity.

derous acts of tbe "cow-boys," when 
under the influence of liquor, are well 
known. When sober a more hospitable 
and kinder-hearted class does not exist. 
When drank they exhibit all the char- 
acteristics of the Indians. 
They are

fiends. They shoot and stab each oth- 
er, as well as unoffending strangers, 
with tbe aavageness of Cbeyennes or 
Sioux. Most of these men are residents 
of western Texas. 
Many of them were 


born in that state. 


Almost all of them have lived on the 


plains for a number of years. 
The 


country they inhabit is arid and of an 
altitude of from 1,200 to 7,000 feet 
above the sea.

Working horses, more frequently 


than carriage horses, seem to have been 
affected. 
Tbe hospitals of neatly all 


the street car companies are filled with 
aick animals, and many have died. The 
horses of the Fourth avenue line are 
suffering quite severely from the affec- 
tion. At the present time 1UO of tiie 
752 owned by the company are io the 
hospital. 
Horses have died within six- 


teen hours after exhibiting the first 
symptoms. Some animals recover in a 
few days and others not in weeks. 
It 


is estimated that nearly one eighth of 
all the horses in the city are suffering 
from the disease. The surgeons all 
agree that the distemper is due to at- 
mospheric conditions, and think that it 
will prevail only in the damp seasons — 
the spring and fall.

The celebration at Yorktowo did 


much to show bow plentiful the colo- 
nels are in this country. I am told by 
a military man that waa present at that 
wretched festival that the governor of 
Virginia had a staff of thirty-two colo- 
nels ! Also that the governor of Illi- 
nois had a staff of twenty-nine colonels. 
My friend, being only a captain, was so 
intimidated that be did not pursue bis 
inquiries further, but he estimates that 
there were not leas than 2,000 colonels 
present on the Held of Yorktown— not 
the Yorktown of a century ago, but the 
Yorktown of two or three weeks ago. 


THE majority of Cameron, Readjust- 


er candidate for governor in Virginia in 
the late election, it reported by oonn- 
cin as 11,304. The combined majority 
of the Readjnsten and Republicans in 
the Presidential election, if they bad 
voted for one electoral ticket, as they 
did not, would have been about 19,080. 
Hence Cameron has only fallen 8,000 
short of polling (he joint plurality of 
la»t year. In view of all the circum- 
stances he has done surprisingly well. 
It ia a well known fact in politics that 
a perfect coalition of distinct factions 
is next to impossible. The mare fact 
of union repels a certain number of 
voters. In Virginia, however, Cameron 
had to contend against straight out Re- 
publican bolts in many legislative dis- 
tricts, which probably*cost him several 
thousand votes in the aggregate. He 
will be the first anti-Bourbon 
ever 


elected governor of Virginia when the 
Bourbona were all qualified to vote. 
Until 1324 the Old Dominion always 
voted for native Virginians for Presi- 
dent, the last being William H. Craw- 
ford, who waa not elected, and from 
that time on till the war the straight 
Bourbon Democratic- ticket waa invari- 
ably chosen. 
Bell carried tbe state by 


a plurality in 1860. As soon as the 
Bourbona had their disabilities removed 
after the war they began voting the 
Democratic ticket again, and controlled 
tbe state until 1879, when tbe Read- 
justee under tbe lead of Mahone 
grabbed the legislature, though they 
lost the governor. Now they have ob- 
tained complete control of all the 
branches of the state government, and 
tbe Bourbons have received notice to 
quit. It ia a surprising and complete 
victory.

GUITEAU'S TRIAL. 


Four New Jurors Se- 


cured Yesterday. 


INCIDENTS OP THE DAY. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The press- 


ure to obtain admission to tbe court 
room this morning, was notably greater 
than yesterday. After the ushers had 
exercised the right of selection and ad- 
mitted two or three score of well dress- 
ed, respectable looking psople, including 
a Pennsylvania member of congress, 
accompanied by ladies, the doors were 
thrown open and there was a sudden and 
impetuous influx of representatives ot 
the rougher elements of society. The 
five jurors sworn in yesterday were in 
attendance early. 
Court was formally 


opened a few minutes past 10 o'clock, 
and immediately after the counsel and 
brother and sister of the prisoner enter- 
ed. After tbe lapse oi a few minute? 
Quiteau was hurried into court in cus- 
tody of half a dozen policemen and dep- 
uties. His handcuffs were removed and 
he shook hands with bis brother and 
sister, and took a seat reserved for him 
between them and his counsel. Scoville 
then submitted an affidavit and made 
application for an order for an addition- 
al number of witnesses, which order 
was made by the court. Then tie addi- 
tional panel of seventy-five summoned 
last evening was called, most of the 
persona responding. 
Guiteau showed 


leas nervousness and excitability than 
yesterday, although in his whispered 
conversations with his brother, he was 
quite demonstrative and earnest in his 
manner. 
A colored barber named How- 


ard waa the first juror to be called and 
examined aa to his fitness to serve. His 
answers showed him to be not disquali- 
fied, but the defense challenged him 
peremptorily, being tho fourth peremp- 
tory challenge. 


Next was a man named Lynch, who 


had decided upon the opinion that Gui 
tcau ought to be hanged or burned ; he 
was, of course, excused, aa was also the 
next (Bailey), who declared bis liclicl 
that Guiteau was crazy. 


Tbe next waa a colored man, remark- 


able for hia frilled shirt front and dra- 
matic posture and manner, who related 
the history of his past life and then was 
peremptorily challenged by the defense, 
In fact, it ia understood Uuiteau i> re- 
solved not to have a colored man on the 
jury. 


The next waa an Irishman, Michael 


Sheehan.with a very pronounced brogue, 
who baa no opinion on the subject, ex- 
cept that "the man was out of his head.' 
He was sworn as the sixth juror. 


Win. Talbott, an iron worker, having 


answered all questions to the satisfac 
tion of the defense, saying that he "had 
never bothered his head on tbe question 
of Guiteau's crime," was challenged per- 
emptorily by the prosecution. 
Several 


others in succession were excused on 
their statements. One of them believ- 
ed Ouiteau ought to be banged, and 
another would require convincing mcdi 
oal testimony to change his opinion. 
A long-faced young colored man named 
Foster declared he was perfectly free 
from any prejudice in the matter, but 
admitted that he had mentioned it (the 
murder of Garfield) to several parties as 
"quite a serious accident." He was 
challenged peremptorily by the defense. 
Samuel F. Hobbs, a native of Maryland 
and a carpenter by occupation, answered 
all questions satisfactorily and was 
sworn aa the seventh juror. 


G. W. Gates, a young man, native of 


Washington, and a 
machinist, was 


sworn as eighth juror. After that for 
about an hour every man called con- 
fessed he had formed a "firm," or "de- 
cided," or "unalterable opinion on tbe 
question of tho prisoner's guilt, and 
waa excused. There was one exception 
in the person of a colored man named 
Ralph Wormley, a plasterer by occupa- 
tion, who thought he could render a 
fair verdict and said he had not read 
more about the oaae than lie did '-in 
ordinary casea of that kind." He did 
not believe everything ho read in the 
newspapers because they had published 
things about himself that were not 
true. He could not eay whether the 
President was shot by tho prisoner un- 
til he would hear the testimony. Of 
course, if an insane man did the uhoot- 
ing he would be aa much guilty aa any- 
body else. The "crazy" part of the 
business waa something ehe; "no scnsi 
ble man could have done such a thing." 
After consultation between connael aud 
prisoner and bu brother, Scoville aaicl 
the defense would accept the juror, and 
io Wormley was sworn in ai the ninth 
juror. 


The list of seventy-five having been 


exhausted, the Marshal WHS directed to 
summon another list of seventy-liye to- 
morrow, and tbe court adjourned. 


There was some difficulty in main- 


taining order among the crowd of spec- 
tators present to listen to the proceed- 
ings. Tcere were no manifestations of 
ill-will against the prisoner except now 
and then a slight deposition to applaud 
an expression occasionally made b; 
those being engaged for jury duty that 
they were of the decided opinion that 
the asaaasin ought to be hanged; but ap- 
plause was in every instance promptly 
checked by the deputy marshals. 
A 


cause of the diiorder waa the overcrowd- 
ing of the platform assigned to tbe gen- 
eral onblic and tbe efforts of a number 
ofyoans men, of whom the audience 
waa chiefly composed, to secure more 
available places.

It is almost 
the universal belief here that Filley is 
booked for postmaster general upon 
James' retirement, and it is quite cer- 
tain James will not tarry long in the 
cibinel after congress meets.

here to-morrow. A rigid quarantine baa been 
cDtabllatted In the Infected districts. Mayor 
Harts wut Issue a proclamation to-morrow for 
the people to vaccinate and revaocinate. The 
welient stale of affair* oannnt but seriously 
i m peile trade, a* nuarly every body la alarmed. 


80 far this fall Decatur has been very 


fortunate, every thing considered, in not 
tuving a single case of the dread disease 
in tbe city or vicinity to report to the 
board of health. It ia feared that the 
dread disease will break out in various lo- 
calities in the state this winter, and all 
persons should -be on their guard' when 
visiting other cities or (owns on business 
or pleasure, aud not contract tbe disease.
